Some time ago, it will be recall- 
ed, one. or two of the Hongkong- 
Wuchow . steamers flying the 
Bri lag, had troyble..with the 
authorities at Dosing, On‘several 
Secisions the vedsels arriving at

Leniency in Enforcing the Law. 


The major difficulty, however, is 
not this failure to report, because 
the police somehow somtimes find 
the criminal in spite of. all that 
is done to guard him by his vic- 
tim. The real danger lies in the 
fact that there is’ too lenient an 
enforcement of the law in the new 
Provisional Court, which seems to 
punish crime so lightly that the 
risks to the criminal are:sufficient-. 
ly ‘small to make ‘crime,,a profit- 
‘able pursuit, This may “be In 
keeping with some humanitarian 
doctrines with the criminal is not 
really,, responsible for his bad 
nature, but the effect upon law- 
and order is very wad. Yor 
instance, the following figures are 
extremely interesting. . 


In July, 1926, when the old 
Mixed Court functioned, there 
were 13 armed robberies in Shang~, 
hai; in January 1927, immediately 
ofter the rendition of the Mixed, 
Court there were 97; in July, 1927, 
there were 72. 7: ; . 


There are many excuses’ which. 
can be ‘given for the January 
figure. The new court had. just. 
taken over, the Judges were feel- 
ing their way; they were uncer- 
tain of their positions because of 


the imminence of a change of}. 


administration and.the robbers 


‘ltook advantage of the situation. 


The July, 1927, figures cannot be 
so easily explained away. Appar- 
ently, the robbers feel that they 
can afford to take chances and 
they take them. The leniency of 
the Provisonal’ Court undoubtedly 
has something to dq, with the in- 
creases -in' armed robbers. . For 
{nstance, only ome person” hag, 
during the six months ending June 
30, 1927, been sentenced to death 


for armed: robbery, whereas 40 


persons were ordered to be sent 
to the Chinese authorities «for 
execution’ for crime of armed rob- 
bery, murder, ete, during a cor- 
responding period in 1926. 


The Law's Unhappy Delays. 


The new Provisional Court also 
seems to find it more difficult tu 
get through its calender than the 
old Mixéd Court. For instance, 
from ‘January 1, 1927, when the, 
Mixed Court was rendited, to June 
30, 1927, 1,289 persons were de- 
tained for periods, lasting longer 
than one week awaiting trial, 
while for a corresponding period 
in 1926 only:490 persons were 50 
detained. It is a well-known 
maxim in law ‘enforcement that 
the speedier the trial and sentence, 
the less crite is ' committed, « be- 


‘eause the. few chances there ‘are: 


for the criminal to get off through 
a technicality, such ds witnesses 
digappearing, evidence belng, des- 
‘troyed, etc, The fact that trials 
in the new Provisional Court seem 
to take longer than-in the old Mixed 
Court undgubtedly’ hampers the 
police in thelr work, © 9 °° 


Under the old Mixed Court th 
‘police had: recourse to thé ex- 
pediont of 'expilsion which was 
very useful to them, as it meant 
thab they could ever. after pick 
up ao suspect and punish him for 
returning to the . Settlement. 
During 1926,'1,969: persons were

"Of course, ano, ean: understand 
the quandary in-which a Chinose 


judge finds himself when askedto 


from ~ the’ Settl 
ment. He is required to. admit 
that the Settlement is something 
outside of China‘and that Chapel 
is China and that.a Chinese can 
be: thrown ‘out of the Settlement 
into Chapel. He cannot easily do 
that and - face “Chinese: public 
opinion. .On the other hand, if 
he does not follow dome such pro~ 
cedure, the Settlement will become 
full of crooks who operate in the 
richer foreign area’ and then take 
refuge in Chapei,’ just * across 
Boundary Road. This is. an ex- 
traordinary “situation which re- 
quires extraordinary measures 
handled with some intelligence. 
During’ May, 
Provisional Court apparently 
realized the need for some action 
in this respect and 25 Chinese 
were expelled during that period 
by, the device of . marking the 
charge sheets, “Expulsion order .to 
stand.” ‘Returning, however, is
